action of Gen, fii, 21, occurred, and 
Adam must have instructed his chil- 
dren that there could be no access to 
God but by sacrifice.

An Ugly Looking Lizard.

yacnt Hohenzzollern, while the Em- 
peror Nicholas will be aboard the 

Standart, accompanied by M. Iswol- 

sky, the foreign minister, and Admiral 

Voevodsky, minister of marine. 

The news of the proposed interview 
between the sovereigns coming so 
soon after the settlement of the Bal- 


lation among the diplomats at St. 
Petersburg. It was supposed in some 
quarters that German mediation 
which had ended the crisis, had left 
more heritage of bitterness 
would estrange the two monarchs 
and lead Russia to identify herself 
more closely with Great Britain’s 
continental policy. 

The meeting, which, according to 
some reports, has been arranged on 


the, initiative of Emperor Nicholas, is | 


taken to mean that Russia prefers an 


amicable arrangement with Germany | 


to the doubtful issue of an antagonis- 
tic policy. If Emperor William also 


meets President Fallieres, as reported | 


from Berlin, the European situation 
may be regarded as entering upon a 
decidedly peaceful phase. 

After meeting the German Emperor, 
Emperor Nicholas will go to Stock- 
holm, probably on June 6. He will 
then return to Peterhoff. where dur- 
ing the early davs of July he will re- 
eeive King Frederick of Denmark. 
His maiesty will then nroceed to Pol. 
tava. The emperor will then denart 
by sea for a visit to France and Eng- 
land, and. probably Italy. The plans 
of this trip are held in the deenest 
secrecv, but elaborate preparations 
are already being taken to vnrevent 
tampering with the. railway lines to 
Poltava. 
will be stationed along the routé dur. 
ine the iourney. 

The militarv attaches of the various 
embassies and legations have been in- 
vited fo accompany his mnaiesty, but 
no diplomatic representatives. 


Floods in East Kootenay 

Nelson, B. C.—The heavy rains have 
done serious damage in Kootenay. The 
Great Northern track between _ this 
city and the United States boundary 
has gone down in_ several places 
through washouts. The greater por- 
tion of the Rev. Reynold’s fruit ranch 
near Proctor, has been swept into 
Kootenay lake, and several of the 
ranches have been more or __ less 
damaged. Slocan river is running 
bank ‘high, and serious damage is re- 
ported to saw mills and railway lines, 

The Elk river in East Kootenay has 
overflowed its banks, and generally 
extra high water is now looked for 
all over the district, as there is an 
immense amount of snow still on the 
hills that has been kept there by the 
late spring. Now that the hot weather 
has suddenly set in, there will prob- 
ably be flood times for the first half 
of the month, possibly as bad as the 
record year of 1894. 


C. P. R. Not Certain About the Route 


Calgary.—The application of the 
C. P. R. from Lethbridge to Aldersyde 
will come up for hearing at Ottawa 
before the department of railways and 
canals, on Friday, June 18. 

It is understood that the northerly 
terminus is not yet decided upon. It 
will come to either High River or 
Aldersyde, The chances are more in 
favor of the latter place, as at Alder- 
syde the C. P.-R. owns a townsite of 
160 acres on either side of the track 
whereas, if it goes to High River it 
will have to buy propery, which would 
run into many thousands of dollars. 

On the other hand, by coming to 
Aldersyde the company will have to 
build a, steel bridge across the High. 
wood river.

NOW BEING INVESTIGATED 


Government is Sending a Customs In: 
spector to Supervise Regulations 
Regarding the Bonding of Canadian, 
Goods in Transit Through Mexico— 
May Ship Grain by New Route to 
Very Good Advantage 

Montreal.—The possibilities of the 

Tehuantepec railway over the Isthmus 

of Mexico, as a substitute for Canada’s 

transcontinental freight carrying sys- 
tem, especially wheat, dawned upon 

the government, and they have sent a 

customs inspector, Mr. David Martin 

of Toronto, to supervise the customs 


| regulations regarding the bonding of 


Canadian goods in transit through 


Mexico. He left on the Bornu from 
Montreal. 
On the Atlantic coast the Elder- 


Dempster line has been subsidized by 
the government to maintain a service 
to the Port of Mexico, and the Canada, 
Mexico and Pacific Steamship com- 
pany on the western coast, thus com- 
pleting, with the Tehuantepec railway 
a half loop between Montreal and 
Vancouver. Mr. Campbell, manager 
of the local agency of the Elder-Demp- 
ster line, said that tons of freight that 
formerly went from eastern ports 
through Montreal to the west, were 
now being shipped on the Bornu and 
other vessels of the Mexican service 
through Mexico and up the Pacific 
coast to their western destination. 

Mr. Campbell said that Montreal 
merchants were now shipping their 
goods over the new route and so sav 
ing from 25 to 30 per cent. on freight 
rates. ‘ : 

He pointed out that owing to the 
high transcontinental rates manufac- 
turers in the east have little chance 
to compete successfully with Euro- 
pean agencies in Western Canada 
They sent their goods around the 
Horn, and although the shipment

Interesting Pastime to Play Indoors er 
on the Lawn. 

Mark off on the playground a dia- 
gram like the illustration shown here 
with, making it of any size to suit the 
desire of the players. The center 
square, surrounded by the spaces 1, 2, 
8, 4, is the White House. The spaces 
marked off at the corners of the outer 
square are the points where the play- 
ers stand. 

The game is played by. any number 
of persons, each having flat blocks of 
wood or stones, on which are written, 
one on each, the names of all the pres- 
idents of the United States and with

Effort Is Being Made to Save Last 


Remaining Speciss. 

Numerous complaints have come in 
from time to time from the Far 
North that the wood buffalo, the only 
wild specimens on the North Ameris 
can continent,. are being killed by 
Indians and. by timber wolves. The 
taking or killing of these animals is 
prohibited by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, who realizing the depredations 
likely to be‘ committed by wolves if 
the latter are allowed to become too 
numerous in the buffalo country, 
have offered a bounty of $20 for each 
timber wolf pelt. Strange to say, 
this generous amount has not had by 
any means the result. expected of 
bringing in inereased quantities of 
wolf skins by the Indians, a reason 


for which is offered by Sunt. Rout- 
ledge in his report. Supt. Routledge 
was last year sent out from the 


Mounted Police headquarters with in- 
structions to investigate thoroughly 
the reports of depletion of the herd, 
and to take the necessary action to 
punish the offenders. 

He left Fort Saskatchewan on Feb. 
2 and reached Smith’s Landing 
March Ist. He made a careful in- 
vestigation, but could not find that 
any buffalo had been slaughtered in 
the past two years. He visited the 
grazing grounds, and saw numerous 
buffalo, besides many tracks. Sergt. 
Field patrolled the country in a dif- 
ferent direction, and found traces of 
a large herd, which he estimated at 
100, but was not able to come up with 
them. He saw the tracks of many 
wolves. Sergt. McLeod also patrol- 
led the west side of the grazing 
grounds, but saw no buffalo, nor 
could he find that any had been kill- 
ed. He, as well as Sergt. Field, re 
ported. wolves very numerous.
